Now in his 25th season as Boston Pops Conductor, Keith Lockhart is the second longest- 
tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since its founding in 1885. He took over as 
conductor in 1995, following John Williams's 13-year tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams 
succeeded the legendary Arthur Fiedler, who was at the helm of the orchestra for nearly 
50 years. Keith Lockhart has significantly expanded Pops programming, focused on national 
annual touring, and participated in major media events. He has solidified the orchestra's 
place in the fabric of the New England community and has led the Boston Pops in countless 
performance situations. The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he has collab¬ 
orated is a virtual who's who of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart, who occupies the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, 
has conducted more than 2,000 Boston Pops concerts, most of which have taken place 
during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic Symphony Hall. 
Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tanglewood, 45 national 
tours to more than 150 cities in 38 states, and 4 international tours to Japan and Korea. 
He and the Pops have made 80 television shows and participated in such high-profile 
sporting events as Super Bowl XXXVI, the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox Ring 
Ceremony, and the Red Sox Opening Day game at Fenway Park in 2009. The annual July 4 
Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular draws a live audience of over half a million to the Charles 
River Esplanade, and millions more view it on television or live webcast. With Eaton Vance 
as presenting sponsor and Bloomberg as exclusive media partner, the Pops organization 
presented its first self-produced Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular in 2017, which was 
broadcast on Bloomberg Television and all its media outlets. Both companies made initial 
three-year commitments to the event. 

Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— 
The Celtic Album and The Latin Album— that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases 
on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live from 


Symphony Hall , and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers , which was a 
Boston Pops commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. Released 
at the beginning of the 2017 Pops season, Lights , Camera... Music! Six Decades of John Williams 
features Keith Lockhart leading the Boston Pops in a collection of Williams compositions 
from the 1960s onward, some of which can be considered rarities. 

Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attracting such leading 
Broadway artists as Kristin Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Leslie Odom, Jr., Kelli O'Hara, 
Bernadette Peters, and Billy Porter to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hundreds 
of talented young musicians, including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, college 
students from the Boston Conservatory and Berklee College of Music, and area high school 
students. He introduced the PopSearch talent competition and the innovative JazzFest and 
EdgeFest series, featuring prominent jazz and indie artists performing with the Pops. He is 
dedicated to building and updating the Boston Pops library of music, which contains over 
5,000 arrangements. 

With a renewed commitment to bringing the Boston Pops into the Boston community and 
to important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial and 
mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; sporting 
events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games, and the memorial service 
for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such major public 
spaces as the Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season he brings 
members of the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect 
passionately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speaking 
directly from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent under¬ 
standing of the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional 
orchestra concert—an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining for 
music lovers of all ages. 

During his eight-year tenure as principal conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra, Keith 
Lockhart led the 2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth II. He is now the 
orchestra's chief guest conductor. He is also artistic director of the Brevard Music Center 
Summer Institute and Festival. Prior to his BBC appointment, he spent eleven years as 
music director of the Utah Symphony, which he led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in 
Salt Lake City. He has appeared as a guest conductor with virtually every major symphonic 
ensemble in North America, as well as many prestigious orchestras in Asia and Europe. 
Before coming to Boston, he was the associate conductor of both the Cincinnati Symphony 
and Cincinnati Pops orchestras, as well as music director of the Cincinnati Chamber 
Orchestra. Born in Poughkeepsie, New York, Keith Lockhart began his musical studies with 
piano lessons at the age of seven. He holds degrees from Furman University and Carnegie 
Mellon University, and honorary doctorates from several American universities. Visit 
keithlockhart.com for further information.

In a career spanning six decades, John Williams has become one of America's most 
accomplished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains 
one of our nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, 

Mr. Williams was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeeding the 
legendary Arthur Fiedler. He currently holds the title of George and Roberta Berry Boston 
Pops Conductor Laureate, which he assumed following his retirement in December 1993, 
after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also holds the title of Artist-in-Residence at 
Tanglewood and maintains thriving artistic relationships with many of the world's great 
orchestras. His forty-year artistic partnership with director Steven Spielberg has resulted 
in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's List , E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial , Jaws , 
Jurassic Park , Close Encounters of the Third Kind , the Indiana Jones films, Lincoln , Saving Private 
Ryan , and The Post. Mr. Williams also composed the scores for all of the Star Wars films, 
the first three Harry Potter films, and Superman , among many others. With five Academy 
Awards and 51 Oscar nominations, he is the Academy's most-nominated living person. For 
television, he wrote scores for many early anthology series and the themes for NBC Nightly 
News ("The Mission"), NBC's Meet the Press , and PBS's Great Performances. His works for 
the concert stage include two symphonies, and concertos for violin, viola, cello, flute, oboe, 
clarinet, bassoon, horn, trumpet, tuba, and harp. Mr. Williams has composed music for 
many important cultural and commemorative events, including Liberty Fanfare for the 
rededication of the Statue of Liberty, American Journey for the "America's Millennium" 
concert in Washington, D.C., and themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 Summer Olympic 
Games, and the 2002 Winter Olympic Games. John Williams is a recipient of the National 
Medal of Arts, the highest award given to artists by the United States government; the 
Olympic Order, the IOC's highest honor; and the Kennedy Center Honor. He composed 
and arranged Air and Simple Gifts especially for the January 2009 inaugural ceremony of 
President Barack Obama. In June 2016 he received the 44th Life Achievement Award from 
the American Film Institute. 
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A BRIEF HISTORY 



The first home of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra was the old Boston Music Hall, 
which stood downtown where the Orpheum 
Theatre now stands, held about 2,400 seats, 
and was threatened in 1893 by the city's 
road-building/rapid transit project. That 
summer, the BSO's founder, Major Henry 
Lee Higginson, organized a corporation to finance a new and permanent home for the 
orchestra. On October 15,1900—some seven years and $750,000 later—the new hall 
was opened. The inaugural gala concluded with a performance of Beethoven's Missa 
Solemnis under the direction of then music director Wilhelm Gericke. 


At Higginson's insistence, the architects—McKim, Mead & White of New York—engaged 
Wallace Clement Sabine, a young assistant professor of physics at Harvard, as their 
acoustical consultant, and Symphony Hall became the first auditorium designed in accor¬ 
dance with scientifically-derived acoustical principles. It is now ranked as one of the three 
best concert halls in the world, along with Amsterdam's Concertgebouw and Vienna's 
Musikverein. Bruno Walter called it "the most noble of American concert halls," and 
Herbert von Karajan, comparing it to the Musikverein, noted that "for much music, it is 
even better... because of the slightly lower reverberation time." 

Symphony Hall is 61 feet high, 75 feet wide, and 125 feet long from the lower back wall 
to the front of the stage. The walls of the stage slope inward to help focus the sound. 
The side balconies are shallow so as not to trap any of the sound, and though the rear 
balconies are deeper, sound is properly reflected from the back walls. The recesses of 
the coffered ceiling help distribute the sound throughout the hall, as do the statue- 
filled niches along the three sides. The auditorium itself is centered within the building, 
with corridors and offices insulating it from noise outside. The leather seats are the 
ones installed for the hall's opening in 1900. With the exception of the wood floors, 
the hall is built of brick, steel, and plaster, with only a moderate amount of decoration, 
the original, more ornate plans for the building's exterior having been much simplified 
as a cost-reducing measure. But as architecture critic Robert Campbell has observed, 
upon penetrating the "outer carton" one discovers "the gift within—the lovely orna¬ 
mented interior, with its delicate play of grays, its statues, its hint of giltwork, and, at 
concert time, its sculptural glitter of instruments on stage." 

Symphony Hall was designed so that the rows of seats could be replaced by tables for 
Pops concerts. For BSO concerts, the hall seats 2,625. For Pops concerts, the capacity is

2,371, including 241 small tables on the main floor. To accommodate this flexible sys¬ 
tem—an innovation in 1900—an elevator, still in use, was built into the Symphony Hall 
floor. Once a year the five Symphony Hall chandeliers are lowered to the floor and all 394 
lightbulbs are changed. The sixteen replicas of Greek and Roman statues—ten of mythi¬ 
cal subjects, six of actual historical figures—are related to music, art, and literature. The 
statues were donated by a committee of 200 Symphony-goers and cast by P.P. Caproni 
and Brother, Boston, makers of plaster reproductions for public buildings and art schools. 
They were not ready for the opening concert, but appeared one by one during the first 
two seasons. 

The Symphony Hall organ, an Aeolian-Skinner designed by G. Donald Harrison and 
installed in 1949, is considered one of the finest concert hall organs in the world. The 
console was autographed by Albert Schweitzer, who expressed his best wishes for the 
organ's tone. There are more than 4,800 pipes, ranging in size from 32 feet to less than 
six inches and located behind the organ pipe facade visible to the audience. The organ 
was commissioned to honor two milestones in 1950: the fiftieth anniversary of the hall's 
opening, and the 200th anniversary of the death of Johann Sebastian Bach. The 2004-05 
season brought the return to use of the Symphony Hall organ following a two-year reno¬ 
vation process by the firm of Foley-Baker, Inc., based in Tolland, CT. 

Two radio booths used for the taping and broadcasting of concerts overlook the stage at 
audience-left. In 2015 a space in the basement was renovated as a cutting-edge control 
room for BSO recordings. The hall was completely air-conditioned during the summer of 
1973, and in 1975 a six-passenger elevator was installed in the Massachusetts Avenue stair¬ 
well. The Massachusetts Avenue lobby and box office were completely renovated in 2005. 

Symphony Hall has been the scene of more than 250 world premieres, including major 
works by Samuel Barber, Bela Bartok, Elliott Carter, Aaron Copland, Henri Dutilleux, 
George Gershwin, Sofia Gubaidulina, John Harbison, Walter Piston, Sergei Prokofiev, 
Roger Sessions, Igor Stravinsky, Michael Tippett, John Williams, and Ellen Taaffe Zwilich. 
For many years the biggest civic building in Boston, it has also been used for many pur¬ 
poses other than concerts, among them the First Annual Automobile Show of the Boston 
Automobile Dealers' Association (1903), the Boston premiere of Cecil B. DeMille's film 
version of Carmen starring Geraldine Farrar (1915), the Boston Shoe Style Show (1919), 
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and Huntington avenues was reconstructed 
so the Green Line could run underground

a debate on American participation in the League of Nations (1919), a lecture/demon¬ 
stration by Harry Houdini debunking spiritualism (1925), a spelling bee sponsored by 
the Boston Herald (1935), Communist Party meetings (1938-40; 1945), Jordan Marsh- 
sponsored fashion shows "dedicated to the working woman" (1940s), and all the inau¬ 
gurations of former longtime Boston mayor James Michael Curley. 

A couple of interesting points for observant concertgoers: The plaques on the prosceni¬ 
um arch were meant to be inscribed with the names of great composers, but the hall's 
original directors were able to agree unanimously only on Beethoven, so his remains the 
only name above the stage. The ornamental initials "BMH" in the staircase railings on the 
Huntington Avenue side (originally the main entrance) reflect the original idea to name 
the building Boston Music Hall, but the old Boston Music Hall, where the BSO had per¬ 
formed since its founding in 1881, was not demolished as planned, and a decision on a 
substitute name was not reached until Symphony Hall's opening. 

In 1999, Symphony Hall was designated and registered by the United States Department 
of the Interior as a National Historic Landmark, a distinction marked in a special ceremony 
at the start of the 2000-01 season. In 2000-01, the Boston Symphony Orchestra marked 
the centennial of its home, renewing Symphony Hall's role as a crucible for new music 
activity, as a civic resource, and as a place of public gathering. The programming and 
celebratory events included world premieres of works commissioned by the BSO, the 
first steps of a new master plan to strengthen Symphony Hall's public presence, and the 
launching of an initiative to extend the sights and sounds of Symphony Hall via the inter¬ 
net. Recent renovations have included new electrical, lighting, and fire safety systems; 
an expanded main lobby with a new marble floor; and, in 2006, a new hardwood stage 
floor matching the specifications of the original. For the start of the 2008-09 season, 
Symphony Hall's clerestory windows (the semi-circular windows in the upper side walls 
of the auditorium) were reopened, allowing natural light into the auditorium for the first 
time since the 1940s. The latest additions to Symphony Hall include a new, state-of-the- 
art recording studio and a newly constructed, state-of-the-art video control room. Now 
more than a century old, Symphony Hall continues to serve the purpose for which it was 
built, fostering the presence of music familiar and unfamiliar, old and new—a mission the 
BSO continues to carry forward into the world of tomorrow.

GLOBAL 
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JAMES BURTON 



James Burton was appointed Conductor of the Tanglewood Festival Chorus, and to the newly 
created position of BSO Choral Director, in February 2017, in which capacities he occupies 
the Alan J. and Suzanne W. Dworsky Chair, endowed in perpetuity. He made his 
BSO subscription-series conducting debut in October 2018, leading the Tanglewood 
Festival Chorus in Maija Einfelde's Lux aeterna. In August 2019 he led the Boston 
Symphony Children's Choir and Boston Symphony Orchestra in the world premiere 
of his The Lost Words , a BSO co-commission, as part of the summer's gala Tangle¬ 
wood on Parade concert. In April 2020 he will conduct the Tanglewood Festival 
Concert in a post-concert Casual Friday performance of Rachmaninoff's All-Night 
Vigil to celebrate the TFC's fiftieth anniversary. Mr. Burton made his debut with the 
Boston Pops in December 2017, returned to the Pops podium last December, and again this 
past June at Tanglewood in a program celebrating Queen with Marc Martel. 


Born in London, James Burton holds a master's degree in orchestral conducting from the 
Peabody Conservatory, where he studied with Frederik Prausnitz and Gustav Meier. He 
began his training at the Choir of Westminster Abbey, where he became head chorister, and 
was a choral scholar at St. John's College, Cambridge. He has conducted concerts with the 
Royal Liverpool Philharmonic, the Orchestra of the Age of Enlightenment, the Halle Orches¬ 
tra, the Orchestra of Scottish Opera, the Royal Northern Sinfonia, BBC Concert Orchestra, 
and Manchester Camerata. Opera credits include performances at English National Opera, 
English Touring Opera, Garsington Opera, and the Prague Summer Nights Festival, and he 
has served on the music staff of the Metropolitan Opera and Opera de Paris. Mr. Burton's 
extensive choral conducting has included guest invitations with professional choirs including 
the Gabrieli Consort, the Choir of the Enlightenment, Wroclaw Philharmonic, and the BBC 
Singers, with whom he performed in the inaugural season of Dubai's Opera House in 2017. 
From 2002 to 2009 he served as choral director at the Halle Orchestra, where he was 
music director of the Halle Choir and founding conductor of the Halle Youth Choir, winning 
the Gramophone Choral Award in 2009. From 2002 to 2017 he was music director of the 
Schola Cantorum of Oxford. Well known for his inspirational work with young musicians, 
he was director of the National Youth Choir of Japan in 2017 and founded the Boston Sym¬ 
phony Children's Choir in 2018. Mr. Burton has given conducting master classes at the Royal 
Academy of Music in London and at the Tanglewood Music Center, and founded a scholar¬ 
ship for young conductors at Oxford. His growing composition portfolio includes works for 
commissioners including the National Portrait Gallery in London, the 2010 World Equestrian 
Games, the Choir of St. John's College, Cambridge, and the Exon Festival, where he was 
composer-in-residence in 2015. His works are published by Edition Peters. 
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JEREMIAH KISSEL 


Jeremiah Kissel is thrilled to be back home for Christmas at the Boston Pops, where previous 
performances include How the Grinch Stole Christmas, A Christmas Carol, The Dream Lives On: 

A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers, Casey at the Bat, The Composer Is Dead, and Behold 
the Bold Umbrellaphant. With other orchestras he has performed The Carnival of the 
Animals, Ellis Island: The Dream of America, Peter and the Wolf, The Wizard of Menlo 
Park, A Kennedy Portrait, L'Histoire du Soldat, Porgy and Bess, and The Defiant Requiem. 
A forty-year veteran of Boston's professional stages, Mr. Kissel has played leading 
roles for the Huntington, American Repertory, New Repertory, and Merrimack 
Repertory theaters, as well as the Commonwealth Shakespeare Company, the Lyric 
Stage, Shear Madness, and various out-of-town companies passing through Boston. 
Recent roles include Bernie Madoff at The Lion on theater row in New York, Cyrano (earn¬ 
ing a 2019 Norton Award nomination) at Gloucester Stage, and Richard Nixon at the New 
Repertory Theater. Screen credits include The Town, The Fighter, Joy, Stronger, Castle Rock, 
Body of Proof , and The Wrong Car. Mr. Kissel is the winner of several Norton Awards, several 
IRNE's, an Arts Impulse Award, and a Helen Hayes Award, and in 2003 he received Boston's 
highest onstage recognition, the Norton Prize for Sustained Excellence. 



WILL LEBOW 

As a member of the American Repertory Theatre resident acting company, Will LeBow 
appeared in more than 55 productions over seventeen seasons, including Shylock in Andrei 
Serban's production of The Merchant of Venice , Heiner Muller in Full Circle (Elliot 
Norton Award), Father in Nocturne (Drama Desk nomination), Hamm in Endgame, 
the Judge in David Mamet's Romance , Bohr in Copenhagen , and Sagot in Steve 
Martin's Picasso at the Lapin Agile. Roles at the Huntington Theatre have included 
Sir Anthony Absolute in The Rivals, Don Armado in Love's Labour's Lost, and Sam/ 
Orfeo in Melinda Lopez's Sonia Flew, directed by Nicholas Martin. Mr. LeBow 
made his Broadway debut in 2015 in James Lapine's Act One at Lincoln Center and 
appeared last spring in Mr. Lapine's Mrs. Miller Does Her Thing at the Signature 
Theatre. Will LeBow has performed extensively with the Boston Pops, narrating Casey 
at the Bat, 'Twas the Night Before Christmas, and world premieres of How the Grinch Stole 
Christmas, The Polar Express, and A Christmas Carol. With the Boston Symphony Orchestra, 
he has appeared in Gershwin's Porgy and Bess, in Youth Concert presentations of Richard 
Strauss's Le Bourgeois gentilhomme and Joe Raposo's Sutter's Gold, and as narrator of the 
2010 Tanglewood production of Mozart's The Abduction from the Seraglio. With Boston 
Lyric Opera, he was the Major Domo in Strauss's Ariadne auf Naxos. Film and television 
credits include Next Stop Wonderland, What Doesn't Kill You, Second Sight, Home Movies, 
and six seasons as Stanley on Comedy Central's Dr. Katz: Professional Therapist.

JAMES ORENT 


Boston native James Orent's lifelong passion for music and aviation can be traced back to his 
childhood heroes: the Boston Symphony Orchestra and NASA's Mercury Seven astronauts. 

Since making his conducting debut at eighteen, the conductor/violinist has performed 
in fourteen countries in a wide range of musical styles. Celebrating his 33rd season 
as a Boston Pops violinist, guest conductor, and cover conductor, he has collaborated 
with Keith Lockhart and John Williams on thirty-two tours of the U.S., Canada, Japan 
and Korea, and continues to live his dream of performing with the BSO, flying, and 
skydiving. Highlights with the Pops include the Red Sox 100th anniversary season 
opener at Fenway Park and "Massachusetts Remembers" tenth-anniversary 9/11 
remembrance at the Hatch Shell. In 2003 he made Boston Pops history with his dra¬ 
matic substitution for Keith Lockhart at Chicago's Ravinia Festival. He made his Boston Pops 
radio debut from Symphony Hall in 1998 and national television debut in 1999 at the Ryder 
Cup Matches. As conductor of the Phillips Academy Andover Symphony and Chamber 
Orchestras, Mr. Orent made his televised China conducting debut—at the personal invi¬ 
tation of renowned Chinese composer/conductor Tan Dun—leading an international cast of 
musicians and dancers during the inaugural season of the Shanghai Symphony Orchestra 
Concert Hall. He recently made his Hartford Symphony/Talcott Mountain Music Festival debut, 
leading a John Williams tribute, and returned to the New Philharmonia Orchestra. Music 
director of the Brockton Symphony Orchestra, he led that ensemble and the Jubilate Chorale 
before a crowd of 12,000 at the 20th-anniversary "Mashpee Night at the Pops." This season, 
Mr. Orent conducts Symphony New Hampshire's Pops-inspired program, From La Boheme to 
Les Mis: Opera and Broadway Favorites. Recent tours have taken him to the Czech Republic, 
Hungary, Canada, New York, Washington, D.C., Savannah, and Charleston. Former assistant 
concertmaster of the Boston Lyric Opera Orchestra, he has conducted numerous ensembles 
throughout New England and beyond. Mr. Orent earned the first NEA/Martha Baird Rocke¬ 
feller Fund/Affiliate Artists residency with the Erie Philharmonic. Flying and skydiving are lifelong 
interests. Keith Lockhart drew upon Mr. Orent's airline and barnstorming experience to fly 
Celtic musicians from New York to his home in northern Maine directly through Hurricane 
Fran. Mr. Orent holds the Airline Transport Pilot Certificate and U.S. Parachute Association's 
Advanced Skydiver License, earned the Bob Buquor Memorial Star Crest 8-way award from 
14,000 feet over New England, and is a member of "POPS" (the "Parachutists Over Phorty 
Society"). He flies his 1977 Cessna Cardinal RG aircraft to engagements across the eastern 
U.S. He has lectured on performance anxiety/performance enhancement through his "Fear¬ 
less Living" seminars. Born in Boston, James M. Orent graduated from Amherst College, and 
studied conducting at the Pierre Monteux School, Yale School of Music, and Tanglewood. 
His violin teachers were Philipp Naegele (Marlboro Music) and Stanley Benson of the BSO. 
Mr. Orent's 1790 Helmer (Czech) violin belonged to Arthur Fiedler's father, Emanuel.

This season at Symphony Hall, the Tanglewood Festival Chorus joins the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra for works by Beethoven, Grigorjeva, Shostakovich, Durufle, and Stravinsky. 



Originally formed under the joint sponsorship of Boston University and the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra, the all-volunteer Tanglewood Festival Chorus was established in 
1970 by its founding conductor, the late John Oliver. Mr. Oliver stepped down from his 
leadership position with the Tanglewood Festival Chorus at the end of the 2015 Tangle¬ 
wood season. In February 2017, following appearances as guest chorus conductor at 
Symphony Hall and Tanglewood, James Burton was named the new Conductor of the 
Tanglewood Festival Chorus, also being appointed to the newly created position of BSO 
Choral Director. Mr. Burton occupies the Alan J. and Suzanne W. Dworsky Chair on the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra roster. Though first established for performances at the BSO's 
summer home, the Tanglewood Festival Chorus was soon playing a major role in the 
BSO's subscription season as well as in BSO concerts at Carnegie Hall; the ensemble now 
performs year-round with the Boston Symphony and Boston Pops. On July 4, 2018, the 
chorus joined Keith Lockhart for the "Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular" on the Charles 
River Esplanade. It has made dozens of recordings with the BSO and Boston Pops with Seiji 
Ozawa, Bernard Haitink, James Levine, Leonard Bernstein, Sir Colin Davis, Keith Lockhart, 
and John Williams. The TFC had the honor of singing at Sen. Edward Kennedy's funeral; 
has performed with the Boston Pops for the Boston Red Sox and Boston Celtics; and can 
also be heard on several movie soundtracks. For more information about the Tanglewood 
Festival Chorus and upcoming auditions, please visit www.bso.org/tfc.

The BSO's web site (bso.org) provides information on all Boston Symphony and Boston Pops activi¬ 
ties at Symphony Hall and at Tanglewood, and is updated regularly. In addition, tickets for BSO and 
Pops concerts can be purchased online through a secure credit card transaction. 

Please note: In consideration of our artists and patrons, late seating will take place only during the 
seating break approximately five minutes after the start of each performance. 

Smoking is not permitted anywhere in Symphony Hall. 

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early 
as possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering the 
building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

The Box Office is open from 10 a.m. until 6 p.m. Monday through Friday, or until a half-hour past 
starting time on performance evenings. On Saturdays, the box office is open from 4:30 p.m. until 
8:30 p.m. when there is a concert, but is otherwise closed. For an early Saturday or Sunday 
performance, the box office is generally open two hours before concert time. 

To purchase Boston Pops tickets: American Express, MasterCard, Visa, Diners Club, Discover, 
a personal check, and cash are accepted at the box office. To charge tickets instantly on a major 
credit card, call "SymphonyCharge" at (617) 266-1200, from 10am until 5pm Monday through 
Friday and from 12:30pm until 4:30pm on Saturday. Outside the 617 area code, phone 1-888-266- 
1200. As noted above, tickets can also be purchased online. There is a handling fee of $6.50 for 
each ticket ordered by phone or online. 

First aid facilities for both men and women are available. On-call physicians attending concerts 
should leave their names and seat locations at the Cohen Wing entrance on Huntington Avenue. 

For patrons with disabilities, elevator access to Symphony Hall is available at both the Massachu¬ 
setts Avenue and Cohen Wing entrances. An access service center, large print programs, and 
accessible restrooms are available inside the Cohen Wing. For more information, call the Access 
Services Administrator line at (617) 638-9431 or TDD/TTY (617) 638-9289. 

Elevators are located outside the O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms on the Massachusetts 
Avenue side of Symphony Hall, and in the Cohen Wing.

The O'Block/Kay Room on the 
orchestra level and the Cabot-Cahners Room on the first-balcony level serve drinks starting one 
hour before each performance.

Saint John Paul II Catholic Academy was formed in 2008 as part of the Archdiocese of Boston's plan 
to revitalize inner-city Catholic education.

Residential camping allows 
the campers to engage in a long list of activities including canoeing, swimming, archery, hiking, 
fishing, ecology, camping skills, and just enjoying the mountain air. Ultimately, we seek to ensure 
that these skills stay with them well into the future and benefit them in other endeavors such as 
school, work, sports, conflict resolution, and interpersonal relationships.

An extremely versatile singer, Stokes has performed at venues spanning jazz, opera, pops, country, 
and the musical theater world. He has worked with John Williams, Keith Lockhart, Michael Tilson 
Thomas, Leonard Slatkin, the late Marvin Hamlisch,The Smithsonian Jazz Masterworks Big Band, 
The Mormon Tabernacle Choir, and the Muppets. Stokes has made multiple appearances at Carnegie 
Hall beginning with his debut with the San Francisco Symphony through his televised performance 
in South Pacific opposite Reba McEntire to his sold-out solo concert, which he continues to perform 
throughout the United States. 


He has been invited twice to perform at the White House and has performed for Presidents 
Clinton and Obama. His musical talent has extended to the present day as producer, arranger, and 
orchestrator on his own albums, including his latest recording, Simply Broadway, featuring the Tony- 
winning singer accompanied by solo piano. Stokes has appeared on more than 20 albums and is 
currently working on his next album, Plays With Music, to be released this year. 


His extensive screen credits began with a seven-year stint on Trapper John, MD and have continued 
with memorable appearances on everything from PBS’Great Performances to Frasier, Glee, Jumping 
the Broom, and his most recent recurring roles on Mr. Robot, Madam Secretary, The Path and The 
Blacklist.

TANGLEWOOD FESTIVAL CHORUS 

JAMES BURTON, CONDUCTOR AND BSO CHORAL DIRECTOR 
Alan J. and Suzanne W. Dworsky chair 

JOHN OLIVER (1939-2018), FOUNDER 

This season at Symphony Hall, the Tanglewood Festival Chorus joins the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
for works by Beethoven, Grigorjeva, Shostakovich, Durufle, and Stravinsky. Originally formed under 
the joint sponsorship of Boston University and the Boston Symphony Orchestra, the all-volunteer 
Tanglewood Festival Chorus was established in 1970 by its founding conductor, the late John Oliver. 
Mr. Oliver stepped down from his leadership position with the Tanglewood Festival Chorus at 
the end of the 2015 Tanglewood season. In February 2017, following appearances as guest chorus 
conductor at Symphony Hall and Tanglewood, James Burton was named the new Conductor of 
the Tanglewood Festival Chorus, also being appointed to the newly created position of BSO Choral 
Director. Though first established for performances at the BSO’s summer home, the Tanglewood 
Festival Chorus was soon playing a major role in the BSO’s subscription season as well as in BSO 
concerts at Carnegie Hall; the ensemble now performs year-round with the Boston Symphony 
and Boston Pops. On July 4,2018, the chorus joined Keith Lockhart for the “Boston Pops Fireworks 
Spectacular” on the Charles River Esplanade. It has made dozens of recordings with the BSO and 
Boston Pops with Seiji Ozawa, Bernard Haitink, James Levine, Leonard Bernstein, Sir Colin Davis, Keith 
Lockhart, and John Williams.TheTFC had the honor of singing at Sen. Edward Kennedy’s funeral, has 
performed with the Boston Pops for the Boston Red Sox and Boston Celtics, and can also be heard 
on several movie soundtracks.

JAMES BURTON 

James Burton was appointed Conductor of the Tanglewood 
Festival Chorus, and to the newly created position of BSO 
Choral Director, in February 2017. Born in London, Mr. Burton 
holds a master’s degree in orchestral conducting from the 
Peabody Conservatory. He began his training at the Choir 
of Westminster Abbey and continued at St.John’s College, 
Cambridge. He has conducted the Royal Liverpool Philharmonic, 
the Orchestra of the Age of Enlightenment, the Halle, the 
Orchestra of Scottish Opera, Royal Northern Sinfonia, BBC 
Concert Orchestra, and Manchester Camerata. In October 2018, 
Mr. Burton made his BSO subscription-series debut conducting 
theTFC in Maija Einfelde’s Lux Aeterna. He made his Boston 
Pops debut in December 2017, returning to the podium in last 
season’s holiday concerts as well as this season’s. Opera credits include performances at English 
National Opera, English Touring Opera, Garsington, and the Prague Summer Nights Festival, and he 
has served on the music staff of the Metropolitan Opera and Opera de Paris. As choral director of the 
Halle Orchestra (2002-2009), he was music director of the Halle Choir and founding conductor of 
the Halle Youth Choir, winning the 2009 Gramophone Choral Award. He was music director of the 
Schola Cantorum of Oxford from 2002 to 2017. In 2018, he founded the Boston Symphony Children’s 
Choir, which made its BSO debut at Tanglewood that summer in Puccini’s La boheme and returned 
this past summer to premiere Mr. Burton’s recent work, The Lost Words, a song cycle for children’s 
chorus and orchestra or piano. 




THE BOSTON POPS 


In spring 2020, the Boston Pops enters its 135th season of entertaining audiences in Boston and 
beyond, and conductor Keith Lockhart begins his 26th year at the helm of the orchestra. 

In 1881, Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson founded the Boston Symphony Orchestra, calling 
its establishment “the dream of my life.” From the start he intended to present, in the warmer 
months, concerts of light classics and the popular music of the day. From a practical perspective, 
Higginson realized that these “lighter” performances would provide year-round employment 
for his musicians. In May 1885—a little more than a month before the inaugural “Promenade 
Concert”—German-born conductor Adolf Neuendorff, under the aegis of the BSO, conducted a 
series of “Popular Concerts” in the Boston Music Hall, where the audience sat in typical concert 
seating and no refreshments were served. On July 11,1885, Neuendorff—who became the first 
conductor of the Pops, before that name was officially adopted—led the first official "Promenade 
Concert,” distinguished from "Popular Concerts” by virtue of seating (tables and chairs instead of 
auditorium-style rows), program format (three parts divided by two intermissions, during which 
patrons could promenade around the concert hall), and the availability of food and beverages. For 
the rest of the 19th century, although formally called “Promenade Concerts,” they continued to 
be referred to informally as "Popular,” which eventually became shortened to “Pops,” the name 
officially adopted in 1900. The following year the orchestra performed for the first time in its new 
home, Symphony Hall. 

There were 17 Pops conductors—beginning with the aforementioned Adolf Neuendorff—who 
preceded the legendary Arthur Fiedler (1930-1979).The first American-born musician to lead the 
orchestra, he established the Boston Pops as a national icon. When John Williams (1980-1993) 
succeeded Fiedler in 1980, he was the most highly acclaimed composer in Hollywood, and today, 
with 51 Academy Award nominations, he is the most-nominated living person in Academy history. 
With the Pops, Mr. Williams made a series of best-selling recordings, broadened and updated 
the Pops repertoire, and entertained audiences with live orchestral accompaniment to film clips 
of memorable movie scenes, many of which featured iconic music from his own scores. Keith 
Lockhart (1995-present) has led concerts spotlighting artists from virtually every corner of the 
entertainment world, all the while maintaining the Pops’ appeal to its core audience. He has made 
80 television shows, led 45 national and four overseas tours, led the Pops at several high-profile 
sports events, and recorded 14 albums. Mr. Lockhart’s tenure has been marked by a dramatic 
increase in touring, the orchestra’s first Grammy nominations, the first major network national 
broadcast of the July 4 concert on the Charles River Esplanade, and the release of the Boston Pops’ 
first self-produced and self-distributed recordings. In 2017, the July 4 concert opened a new page 
in its history, as the Pops organization presented its first self-produced Boston Pops Fireworks 
Spectacular. 


















KEITH LOCKHART 

Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor 



Having celebrated his 20th anniversary as Boston 
Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith Lockhart is the second 
longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops 
Orchestra since its founding in 1885. He took over as 
conductor in 1995, following John Williams’s 13-year 
tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded 
the legendary Arthur Fiedler, who was at the helm 
of the orchestra for nearly 50 years. Mr. Lockhart has 
conducted more than 1,900 Boston Pops concerts, 
most of which have taken place during the orchestra’s 
spring and holiday seasons in Boston’s historic 
Symphony Hall. He has also led annual Boston Pops 
appearances at Tanglewood, as well as 45 national 
tours to more than 150 cities in 38 states, and four 
international tours to Japan and Korea. He and the 
Pops have made 80 television shows and participated 
in many high-profile sporting events.The annual 
Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular on July 4 draws a live audience of up to half a million to the 
Charles River Esplanade and millions more who view it on television or live webcast. 


Keith Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— The 
Celtic Album and The Latin Album —that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases on Boston 
Pops Recordings include A Boston Pops Christmas: Live from Symphony Hall, The Dream Lives On: 

A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers, and Lights, Camera...Music! Six Decades of John Williams. 

The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom Mr. Lockhart has collaborated is a virtual “who’s 
who” of performers and pop culture icons. His increased focus on musical theater has attracted 
leading Broadway artists to the Pops stage and he has worked closely with hundreds of talented 
young musicians, including Tanglewood Music Center Fellows, college students from the Boston 
Conservatory and Berklee College of Music, and area high school students. He introduced the 
POPSearch talent competition and the JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring prominent jazz and 
indie artists performing with the Pops. With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops 
into the community, he has led free concerts in such major public spaces as Boston Common and 
Franklin Park, and the holiday season brings members of the Pops to play at Children’s Hospital. 

Having completed an eight-year tenure as principal conductor, Keith Lockhart is now chief guest 
conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra in London, which he led in the June 2012 Diamond Jubilee 
Concert for Queen Elizabeth II; he is also artistic director of the Brevard Music Center summer 
institute and festival in North Carolina. Prior to his BBC appointment, he spent 11 years as music 
director of the Utah Symphony, which he led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake City. 
He has appeared as a guest conductor with virtually every major symphonic ensemble in North 
America, as well as many prestigious orchestras in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to Boston, he 
was the associate conductor of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati Pops orchestras, as 
well as music director of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in Poughkeepsie, NY, Mr. Lockhart 
began his musical studies with piano lessons at the age of seven. He holds degrees from Furman 
University and Carnegie Mellon University, and honorary doctorates from several American 
universities.
